Welfare Figures Released | 


tablished in March, 1953, pro- 
hibits anyone from receiving 
Welfare who owns a car or truck 
other than those used in busi- 
ness which produces a profit: 


Number of persons receiving 
aid from the Coffee County 
Welfare Department dropped 
116 comparing the months of 
May 1951 and May 1953, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Grace Ebert, county 
welfare director. 

Figures released by her office 
this week showed that in May, 
1951, 1231 aged received average 
monthly payments of $22.52 in 
comparison to 1115 in May 1953 
who were paid $30.08 each. The 
numbers on welfare lists drop- 
ped while payments were upped 
about 33 per cent, 

The aged in Coffee County 
got an increase in payments av- 
eraging $7.51 while average pay- 
ment per child went up $1.47 
per month. In May, 1951, 919 
aged received $21.29 each while 
in the same month this year 
787 received $28.79 on the aver- 
age. 

Figures for children on wel- 
fare rolls showed that in May, 
1951, 432 in 191 families averag- 


May, 19538, 454 children in 481 
families received average pay- 
ments of $14.99 per child.
